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Federal Subsidies On March 21, Senator J. W. Fulbright, (D.Ark), chairman of 
Proposed to Aid the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, introduced as an 
Foreign Students amendment to S. 3058, the 1960 Mutual Security bill, a pro- 


vision that would permit the Department of State to make 
grants to higher institutions enrolling foreign students for purposes of counseling, 
orientation, supplementary English language training, and special services other than 
those normally provided by the institutions to its students. Such grants would be made 
by the Secretary of State to colleges and universities on the basis of specific programs 
submitted to the Department of State and the institutions receiving the grants would be 
expected to contribute an equal amount of money. Grants would be limited to $100 per 
foreign student enrolled during the period of the grant. In a statement made when he 
introduced the amendment, Senator Fulbright estimated the cost of such a program at $1 
million per year but pointed out that the exact amount involved would depend on the action 
of the appropriations committees of the Senate and House. 

On March 30, during Senate hearings on the Mutual Security bill, Dr. John F. Melby, 
director of foreign students of the University of Pennsylvania, testified before the 
Foreign Relations Committee in support of the Fulbright proposal for grants to foreign 
student centers. Dr. Melby explained that these centers would serve all foreign students 
enrolled in an institution and thus would reach approximately 40 percent of the foreign 
student population which is dependent upon its own financial resources rather than upon 
government or other outside support. 

The House Foreign Affairs Committee has completed its hearings on the extension of 
the Mutual Security program, but the bill is still pending final action by the House. 


Revised Code for Enclosed with this issue of the Bulletin, are copies of 
Academic Costumes "An Academic Costume Code and Academic Ceremony Guide", re- 
Issued by Council printed from the 1960 edition of American Universities and 


Colleges. Several significant revisions in academic cos- 
tumes are included in this revision of a previous Council document. For example, a new 
design for the master's goyn with a full-length sleeve is recommended. The use of various 
colors for academic purposes is also clarified, with approval of several additional colors. 
The "Academic Ceremonies Guide" which is almost entirely new, reflects the best practices 
of American institutions. 

The document was prepared by the Council's Committee on Academic Costumes and Cere- 
monies, appointed in 199. The members are Chancellor Daniel L. Marsh, Boston University, 
chairman; David A. Lockmiller, president, Ohio Wesleyan University; 0. J. Hoppner, presi- 
dent and general manager, Cotrell and Leonard, Inc.; Ted McCarrel, director of admissions 
and registrar, University of Iowa; Karl E. Metzger, secretary, Rutgers - the State Uni- 
versity; Marjorie Nicholson, chairman, Department of English and Comparative Literature, 
Columbia University; Bernard M. Peebles, Department of Greek and Latin, Catholic Uni- 
versity of America; and J. Hampton Robb, university marshall, Harvard University. As 
authorized by the Board of Regents of the State of New York, Mr. Hoppner, a member of the 
committee, officially endorsed the new code as the representative of the Intercollegiate 
Bureau of Academic Costumes. 

Since a number of problems considered by the co have not been completely re- 
sOlved, and since additional problems are certain to be identified by educational insti- 
tutions and by academic costume manufacturers, the committee has been given permanent 
status by the Executive Committee of the Council.

Nine More Language Seven colleges and universities will receive $300,000 of 
and Area Centers Federal funds for the operation of nine more Language 
Set up Under Act and Area Centers during the academic year 1960-61, U.S. 


Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. Derthick has 
announced. 
This brings to 40 the number of such centers.’ (See this Bulletin, Vol. IX, No.8.) 
All receive support under the provisions of Title VI of the National Defense Edu- 
cation Act, designed to strengthen facilities for the study of major languages sel- 
dom taught in the United States. Other purposes of the centers are to prepare future 
college teachers of these languages and to provide specialized training for individu- 
als who will use these languages in public service. 
Since the institution at which the Center is located must match Federal funds, 
at least $600,000 will be available for the nine new centers, Commissioner Derthick 
pointed out. Total Federal and institutional funds for all 40 centers thus far an- 
nounced will be at least $2.9 million.

Tax Relief Voted On March 29 the Senate passed HR. 9660, a bill to amend 
for Sponsors of the internal revenue code of 1954 with respect to the 
Foreign Students procedure for assessing certain additions to the income 


tax. The Senate Finance Committee attached an amend- 
ment, which was subsequently agreed to by the Senate, to permit an American tax- 
payer to take the regular dependent's exemption of $600 in the case of a foreign 
student who lives with him for at least 7 months and who is a full-time student in 
the 9th, 10, llth, or l2th grades in an American educational institution, and for 
whom the taxpayer received no reimbursement. HR. 9660, as amended by the Senate 
has now gone to conference committee for reconciliation of the Senate and House 
versions. 


Foundation Announces Almost 1800 high-ability college and university students 
I770 More Fellowships will be aided in their graduate study in the sciences, 


mathematics, and engineering through two National Science 
Foundation fellowship programs. The Foundation has awarded 1190 Cooperative Graduate 
Fellowships for the 1960-61 academic year and 580 Summer Fellowships for Graduate 
Teaching Assistants for study and research in the summer of 1960. 
The approximately 150 cooperating colleges and universities that sponsor the 
programs originally evaluated applications for these prized awards. A second evalu- 
ation was made by 39 eminent scientist-scholars appointed by the National Academy 
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of Sciences-National Research Council. Final selections were made by the Founda- 
tion solely on the basis of ability. 

These 1190 Cooperative Graduate Fellowship awards are in addition to 1200 
Graduate Fellowships announced by the Foundation (See this Bulletin, Vol. IX, No. 
14.) 

Of the Cooperative Graduate awards, 171 were made in mathematics, 268 in 
engineering, 462 in the physical sciences, including a number in interdisciplinary 
fields, 254 in the life sciences, and 35 in the social sciences. Fellows were 
selected from 3091 applicants representing all 50 states, the District of Columbia, 
and Puerto Rico. 

Cooperative Graduate Fellows will receive a basic, 12-month stipend of $2200 
from funds provided by the National Science Foundation. At its own discretion each 
fellowship institution may augment the stipend by not more than $800 per year. In 
lieu of tuition and fees, institutions will receive a predetermined and standardized 
cost-of-education allowance for each Fellow. 

Of the 580 Teaching Assistant awards, 99 were made in mathematics, 76 in engineer- 
ing, 245 in the physical sciences, including a number in interdisciplinary fields, 
143 in the life sciences, and 17 in the social sciences. Fellows were selected from 
1362 applicants representing all 50 states and the District of Columbia. 

Teaching assistants will receive stipends ranging from $50 to $75 for each 
week of their Summer Fellowships, the exact amount to be determined by each fellow- 
ship institution according to local conditions. The Foundation will also pay the 
fellowship institutions the tuition and fees incurred by the Summer Fellows. 

In both programs the institutions will assume certain administrative re- 
sponsibilities for the Foundation, including the payment of stipends to fellows. 


Teachers Offered Opportunities for further study during out-of-school hours 
In-Service Study will be afforded about 9,000 secondary school science and 


mathematics teachers in 1960-61 under a National Science 
Foundation program. Grants to colleges and universities total about $2.1 million, and 
provide for 191 In-Service Institutes in 44 states, the District of Columbia, and 
Puerto Rico. 

These institutes are designed to improve science and mathematics instruction by 
enabling teachers to obtain additional knowledge of subject matter, including recent 
developments, in biology, chemistry, mathematics, physics, earth science, or general 
science. Participating teachers receive two or three hours' instruction during each 
of the thirty weeks of the typical institute. They receive allowances for travel 
and books, and pay no tuition or fees. Sponsoring institutions receive support for 
direct costs of operation. 

The In-Service Institute program began in the spring of 1957 with two institutes, 
and has increased steadily to the 182 institutes being supported in 1959-60. To 
date these institutes have enabled more than 12,000 teachers in public and private 
secondary schools to improve their scientific knowledge while continuing regular 
classroom duties. 

Participants are chosen by the sponsoring institutions not by the National 
Science Foundation. Requests for application forms and inquiries concerning 
specific courses offered should be addressed to the directors of the individual 
institutes. A list of institutes may be secured from the foundation.

ate AEC Makes Grants Atomic Energy Commission Chairman John A. McCone has 
for Lab Equipment announced that the Commission has approved 32 grants 


totaling $326,467 to 32 American colleges and universities. 
The grants are a part of the Atomic Energy Commission's program of assistance in 
equipping college and university laboratories for training in nuclear technology as 
applied to the life sciences. 
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The life science grants are for the purpose of helping colleges and universities 
expand their facilities for training in radiation biology and in the use of radioiso- 
topes in the fields of agriculture, veterinary medicine, medicine, pharmacy, public 
health and biology.

Rapid Increase in The approximately 2,000 colleges and universities in 
Expenditures for the United States are receiving increased financial 
Higher Education support, are spending more for educational activities, 


and are extending their holdings, the U.S. Office of 
Education has announced in releasing advance totals from its biennial survey of the 
finances of higher education institutions. The survey covers the year 1957-58. 

U. S. Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. Derthick said that expenditures by 
colleges and universities for day-to-day activities rose 29 percent from $3.5 billion 
in the year 1955-56 to $4.5 billion in 1957-58. 

Total expenditures for additions to plant totalled $686 million in 1955-56 and 
$1.1 billion in 1957-58. To reach these levels of expenditure for plant, institu- 
tions transferred $130 million in 195-56 and $171 million in 1957-58 from current 
operating funds. 

Altogether, over $3.6 billion was spent for educational purposes at the 1,940 
en included in the survey. This figure is about 30 percent above the 1955- 
56 level. 

The institutions expended $734 million for organized research during 1957-58, 45 
percent above the level of 1955-56. However, almost 75 percent of the $734 million 
expended was paid by the Federal Government. 

Other items of expense reported in the study were fellowships, scholarships, 
other forms of student aid, and such expenditures as maintenance of dormitories and 
student dining halls. 

While expenditures were increasing, value of plant and endowment rose 25 percent 
from $12.7 billion to just under $16 billion. Buildings, grounds and equipment of the 
institutions were valued at more than $11 billion in 1958 compared with over $8.9 
billion two years before. Endowment funds totalled $4.6 billion in 1958 and over $3.7 
billion in 1956. 
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
